Penneli submitted 
the following draft of an uddress to the Board of 
Directors of the Public Schools. Knowing that you 
have the interests of the public schools at heart and 
are ready to adopt any prover measures that will 
secure bigher educational attainments, the under- 
signed venture to suggest a plan which we believe 
will further this end by securing larger attendance, 
and, consequently, better scholarstp in our district 
schoos. It is wellknown that large numbers of 
pupils drop outof their school course before its 
coinpletion. Many of these would continue longer 
had they some definite attainment set before them. 
Admiss.on to the Higu Scuol serves this purpose 
to a inn ed extent, but ony abont three per cent of 

the pupils wh» enter our District schools 
are adinitted to the Higu 
lt is desirable, therefore, to have as many as pos- 
sible continue their studies to the comp etion of the 
granimar school course. As an inducemeut to this 
end, we sug est that certilicates be given by the 
Board to every pupil who completes the district 
school Course aud passes bis examination for ad- 
sion to the Ligh >caovl. Such a certificate would

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WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 

Wasnixorox, February 21.—With the mercury 
down almost to zero, and with a northerly breeze 
which bore the suggestion of its Arctic origin, the 


sprinkling of ticket bearers who began 

to fill up the seats of the grand stand at 
the base of the Washington monument at 10 o'clock 
this morning did not appear to be bent upon pleas- 
ure, but with their upturned collars, muffled chins, 

quick, nervous movements, seemed as if inspired 

by astern sense of duty alone. A rough board shed 

bedecked with bunting, opening upon the snow- 
covered field, a shaft of marble as simple, as un- 
spotted, as majestic and towering asthe character 
of the man it commemorates, were 
the elements of the early scenes. 

The first distinguisbed arrival was an old gentle- 
man with long white hair, whose firm, clear cut 
features betrayed possible relationship to the Father 
of his Country. 

“Ticket, sir?“

show my ticket.“ It was Ebenezer Burgess Ball of 
London County, Virginia. My grandfather,” be said 
to a reporter, Wwas George Washington's nephew;

An Entire Philadelphia Family 
Perishes in a Burning 
Dwelling.

Thousands Witness the Horror Unable 
to Assist the Vietims. 


A Brave Mother's Efforts to Save Her 
Children—A Disastrous Conflagra- 
tion at New Britain, Conn.—Two 
Men Burned to Death—The Louisi- 
ana Penitentiary Burning — The 
Fiery Fiend Holds High Revel. 


Parnapecprta, Pa. February 21.—A fire broke 
out between 6 and 7 o'clock this morning in the 
| house of John A. King, No. 1539 Pine street. The 
| flames made rapid progress, Three dweliings were 
| destroyed. The occupants of King's residence were 
aroused by the heat and smoke only to discover the 
usual means of egress cut off. They ran to the 
windows, and most of them jumped out. King ap- 
peared ata fourth- story window and was seen to 
make an effort tc jump, but was overcome by the 
heat and fell back into the flames. His charred 
body was found after the fire was extinguished. 
Three people who jumped to the ground, two fe- 
male servants and a sister of Mrs. King, also lost 
, theirlives Mrs King appeared at a window crying 
kor help. A mattress was heid by the firemen, and 
| she was told to drop her baby first and then jump 
herself. She did so, and received severe but not 
dangerous injuries. The baby was killed. 

The body of Mrs. Hamilton, sister of Mrs. King, 
has been recovered. Four people in all were killed. 
The Kings were among the most fashionable and 
popular people in the city. 

The foilowinz is a list of the killed and wounded: 
Killed—John A. King, aged 35, retired lumber mer- 
chant, burned to death inthe third story front 
room; Miss Jennie Hamilton, aged 25, sister of Mrs.

BURNED TO A CRISP. 

The injured: Mrs. Lillian King, daughter of Dr. 
Hamiiton. leaped from the fourth story window af- 
ter her children, and alighted squarely on the mat- 
tress, but was severely hurt by the concussion; Lil 
lian King, aged 3 years, was severely injured about 
the body and limbs by being thrown from the fourth 
story toa mattress. Catherine „aged 20, an- 
other servant girl, was badly burnt. The 
fire was discovered and the neighbors raised 
an alarm, but two other fres were in progress in 
different parts of the city at the same time. It was 
three-quarters of an hour before the fire engines 
arrived. Meanwhile, Mr. and Mrs. King and oth- 
ers of the family could be seen in the fourth story 
with all means of escape cut off. Mrs. King was in 
ber night clotbes, but remarkably calm, 
and bade ber children to be brave. 
She then called to the neighbors assembled below 
to get a mattress, They were not long in spreading 
the pavement with mattresses and blankets. Then 
lifting her boy to the window sill, she told him to be 
brave and jump. He seemed a plucky little 
fellow, five years old. He jumped and strucx 
the mattress fairly, and it seemed that he was safe, 
but was so badly shaken that he died in two min- 
utes. Then Mrs. King poised her daughter, Lilhan, 
three years old, on a window sill and dropped her 
fairly on the mattress. The child 
was hurt, but not killed. Turning 
fora moment than to address a word to her hus- 
band, Mrs. King mounted the window sill ani de- 
liberately jumped off with as much calmness 
as one might jump into a bath. Her 
flight through the great distance from the fourth 
story seemed to end in safety, but she was 
found to be unconscious and badiy burt. Her hus- 
band was about to follow ber,seemed to be calling 
on some one behind him, probably Miss Hamilton, 
when the spectators were horrified by the sudden 
belching forth of a broadsheet of flame, by the light 
of which Mr. King was seen to throw up 
his hands and fall back out of sight. At the same 
time another crowd at the back of the house were 


horrified to witness similar shocking 
sighis. Miss Hamilton had been driven 
by the flames to the fourth story

El Mahdi is now left free 
to reinforce, or co-operate with, OsMAN DIGNa, 
and thereby effectually block the road between 
Suakim and Berber. The issue of the Suakim- 
Berber expedition—announced to start from the 
latter town early in April—was doubiful 
enough at best; now, the chances are well nigh 
desperate, The number of troops employed 
can hardly be more than 10,000, and the trans- 
portation of these and their indispensable ac- 
companiments across 260 miles of desert, isa 
gigantic task of itself; while sucha force is 
certainly too Small to meet the army which will 
now dispute the passage of the invaders.

The School-Book Syndicate Attacking 
the Legislature.

Arguments Before the Committee on Edu- 
cation—The McGrath-Davisson Contest— 
Prospects That McGrath Will Be Defeated 
—News From Jefferson City. 


™ Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. , 
EFFERSON Crry, Mo., February 21.—The large 
text-book publishers of the East are wel! aud ably 
represented here by a number of lobbyists, All of 
the local avents of the text-book publishers 
throughout the State, besides a number who have 
been sent on from the East for that purpose, have 


deen eoncentrated at the Capital in 
an endeavor to influence favorable legista- 
tion for the publishers by securing the 


repeal of the existing law governin 

the charge and 
evlection Of new text-books and defeating Senator 
Ball 3 e 1 providing for the compiling and printing 
ot school books by the State and their sae by the 
State at @ trifle more than cost price to the school 
children direct. If this bill is passed, and 
becomes a law,it will deprive the book concerns of 
the sale of some $400,000 worth of books per annum 
about halt of which is a net profit to tbem, and 
save to the people of the State the premium of the 
actual cost price ot the hooks, 
which t. ey are at present paying. 
Mr. Patrick appeared before the joint committee 
on education iast night and in a lengthy address 
ten the —— that the bill was impracticable; 


— provisions could never 
cal ried out, and, furthermore, that it 
was impossible for tne State to have the 


books Compiled here, or in other words, that there 
is not sullicent talent in Missouri to select the 
proper material for school text-books. He said 
there were only four large school book pubiishing 
houses in the country, and thut they bad formed a 
syndicate and literally monopolized and controlled 
the sale of school books in this State. They have 
agreed not to antagonize each oi her: had divided the 
bus.ness and charged what they pleased, The 
syndicate is sufficiently strong to gobbie up any 
rivais that may \ it has often 
done in the past. and if it should fail in that, it 
would drive the weaker concerns out of the mar- 
ket by Cutting prices and underselling them. “The 
syndicate is a monopoly. It holds the State in its 
grip, and what is State going to do 
about ity’ Mr. Patrick went on 
to that in his opinion 
the best way out of it for the State was to repeal 
the present law, leaving it discretionary with coun- 
ty school directors to change the text-books every 
five years, and enact a new law delegating the 
same authority to tue directors of each separate 
district, and remove the five years’ 
limitation.

Double Standard Undesirable—Inter- 
views With Prominent New York Bankers 
—General Oppositionto Further Coinage 
of Silver—Depending on Cleveland.

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, February 21.—Mr. John Jay Knox, 
the ex-Comptrolier of the Currency, and the Presi- 
dent of the Nationa! Bank of the Republic, said yes 
terday, when asked for his views upon the silver 
bill and silver coinage: “I have had little time to 
read the bill. which proposes, I take it, to issue a 
silver dollar containing 480 grains. Upon this silver 
doliar, or may be upon silver bars or bullion, it is 
intended to issue silver certificates, to be paid in 
silver builion or dollars of 480 grains weight. I 
infer from this that the mints are to be opened for 
the free coinage of both silver and gold, and the 
certificates are to be made legal tender for all debts, 
both public and private.” 

“Do you think it possible and beneficial to issue 
coin upon a double standard?” 

“I do not. I am unequivocally a gold man, The 
relative values of gold and silver are constantly 
finctuating and what is called a double standard 
is nothing but an aiternative one. Whenever silver is 
overvalued in its relation to gold, silver coin will 
circu late to the exclusion of gold, and vice versa. 
Gold will c.reulate to the exclusion of silver when- 
ever gold is overvalued. To be sure, France is said 
to have a doubie standard of coin, but the Govern-

Lawyer Thomas P. Sherman and the 
Funds He Squandered. 


How a Valuable Trust Was Shamefully 
Abused—A Once Prosperous and Able 
Lawyer Ruined by Speculation—Called to 
Account. 


By Telegravh to the Post- Dispatch. 

New York, February 21.—Thomas Parish Sher 
man. a New York lawyer, was arrested yesterday 
at Syracuse, on a charge of fraud connected with 
the Swift will. His history isa romantic one, and 
his name may be added to the long list of 
those who come to grief through dabbling in Wall 
Street. His father was one of tbe Supreme Court 
Judges of this State, and lived at Newburg. Young 
Sherman was graduated with honors from college, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1870. Five years 
later he married a daughter of the late Robert 
White, one of the founders of Cornell University 
The young lady was heiress to over 8800. 000 by her 
father's will. Sherman told her he had $50,000 of 
his own and was making $10,000 a year from hislaw 
practice inthis city. The couple moved to New 
York, bought a handsome residence on Lexington 
avenue and lived in luxury. Sherman was doing 
well in Lis profession, was a member of the Bar As- 
sociation, and also of the Union and University 
clubs. He had an office at No. 206 Broadway, and 
was reputed to be making money. In 1878 he be- 
gan to take an occasional flyer in Wall Street, and

In the great rise“ of 1879 he cleared $250,000, and 
made a big name for himself by t e boldness of his 
operations. He thought he knew all about the mar- 
ket and rusbed blindly into speculation. When the 
depression of 1881 began, Sherman was a pro- 
nounced bull, and did all he could to help head up 
the market. lu tis way he used all of his own 
money and then began to draw upon his wife's fort- 
une. It did not take long for him to run through 
this. and two years ago found him bankrupt and 
ruined. He then began toresort to all sorts of 
petty schemes and gained a precarious living in 
that way. A though often arrested he managed 
to compromise his troubles, and has thus 
far eseaped punishment. In 1883 Sherman became 
counse! for Augustus Mervin of Providence, R. I.. 
whose father’s will, involving $250,000, was in litiga- 
tion. Swift assigned to him a claim for 83. 
against the estate as part payment for his services. 
Sherman sold the document to Mr. R. G. Hazard, 
who paid him the full amonnt for it. When the es- 
tate was finally settle 1 up in September, 1884, Haz- 
ard presented the claim for $3,000, but tue execu- 
tors showed him

Hazard had negiected to inform them of the transfer 
and Sherman had played a sharp trick on him. 
Since that time Hazard has been on the lookout for 
Sherman. He got a warrant for bis arrest, and has 
had detectives on his track ever since. Sherman is 
a ta l. compactiy built man of 42 years, with a 
pleasant voice and gray eyes. He worea full square- 
cut beard, and always dressed finely, even wuen he 
was in financial straits, and his manners were en- 
gaging. Tue last known in this city is that he was 
turned out of his office for non-payment 
of his rent in Temple Court last summer. 
Mr. Sherman was in Syracuse M to 
the case of heirs of the late Hamilton hite 
of this citv against him, on which they applied to 
Judge Kennedy of the Supreme Court for Sher- 
man's removal as trustee and also as guardian of 
Hamilton W. Swift,a minor; The grounds of the 
motion to remove were stated in open court as fol- 
lows by the counsel for the petitioners: Hamilton 
White died October 26, 1465, leaving 

AN ESTATE OF $55,000 

in trust for Mrs. Joun L. Swift, his daughter, and 
Hami.ton W. Swift and Florence Swift, her chil- 
dren. The trustees were Andrew D. White, Horace 
K. White. Mr. Rich and Mrs. White. 
The fuod amounted to $67,000- in 
1879, and was invested in railroad and other 
stocks. In November, 1879, Sherman, who had mar- 
ried Mrs. Swift. was appointed trustee. and gave 
a bond for $55,000. On November 16, 1883. the bonds 
had disappeared. Mr. Sherman was appomted 
guardian of Hamilton W. Swift and Fiorence Swift, 
who had a joint estate of $4,500 in St. Louis and 
iron Mountain stock. Mr. Sherman gave a bond, 
and this money, it is said, is also gone. Counsel for 
the motion said that when Sherman was declared 


to be insolvent the affairs of the bundsmen 
were investigated, and it was found 
that they were not responsible. 
The tru-t funds were kept for 


a while in the New York Trust and Deposit Com- 
pany's vaults, but finally disappeared. Counsel 
said, he declared that Sherman bad never filed an 
accounting inthe Onondaga County Clerk's office. 
Florence Swift is now dead. On the otner side, it 
was said that Mr. Soerman desired an accounting 
and had come to Syracuse to have the papers 
served on him. He made no objection to the pro- 
ceedings, but denied that he had converted any of 
tas trust funds to his own use.

and asserted that he had invested the funds 
to the best of his judgment, and that 
a large portion of the trust funds had been applied 
to the wants of the heirs, It was denied that Mr. 
Sherman had converted to his own use any of the 
guardianshipfunds. Some of the money had been 
used for the support of his wards. Mrs. Sherman 
bas begun an action for divorce. The affair has 
created a sensation here, the White family being 
one sf the weaithiest and best known in Central 
New York. Mr. Sherman has been ordered to
